This unique s. lieiiie 
was creillted wllli many protilalile 
sales. 

Extensive brei'ders of pimltry follow 
the advertising methods practiced by 
breeders of other vnrletles of live 
atock. They issue annual and elnb- 
orate eataloguea containing pictures 
at tMr ftiM wtaMan aa watt as de- 
af «fea baaedlng atlS 
«C tMM iadK Ibey also 
itcarda* cbwalBr latterai per- 
sonal letters, and the cnetomary "fol- 
low-up" system of fldvertlRlng. They 
index all Inquiries regarding their 
stock and nt regular Intervnis com- 
municate with Inquirers who appear 
iiilerested. ulfiniutely iimking many 
sales. Persl'tency, conslslency, nnd 
iiisisicnry fonn .t Irlnlty In pouliry 
iidvertisiiii; and the uniform and prolit- 
iihie disseiniii'itloa otblgbiprada bleed- 
ing stock. •

the liriiin, Iml If sent In luiirket \mi!i- 
out iilinking they lire usually killed 
by wriiigliii; or bretkliiK llie nei k.

Immediately plucked clean, with the 
exception of the ber.d, und the birds 
are cooled eltbar by placing them in 
cold water or by hanging them In a 
Tba «rap abaaM he cat 
feagbly alaaaed If It BOB* 
talaa aay feed.

GIVE HELP TO FALLEN HORSE

Held down by the haraeaa the horse 
seldom has sufllclent freedom to rise 
to his feet, though <>nouKli to slriiggle 
nnd injure himself by poiniding bis 
head on the ground. Accordingly the 
driver tdioiild caiin the horse flr.st by 
speaking in a reiissiiiiiiK tone and, by 
placing Ills knees iip'iii Ihe aiilnial's 
neck JiiM back of tlie ears, endeavor 
to prevent injury from slruKgHng or 
from liriilsing Ills bend. An intelllKent 
horse quickly learns to place great 
contiiience to the vaica M a pood 

driver. 

The traces and bieeclilng straps 
should be unfastened and the vehicle 
rolled back from the fallen animal. If 
the horae la in double hitch, the traces 
nnd yoke atrap ahould l>e anfaatenad 
and the pole, vehicle, and working 
mate moved a Mart dlataace away. 
An injured korae will then regato his 
feet readily If ba haa aaltabto taetlog. 
Ia caae the groaad to Icy, aeatter aome 
flae aaad> aawdaat, or atraw under 
and ta treat ef bba. If nothing of this 
kind ta available, apread a blanket or 
burlap bagging on the pavement to 
give him better footing aa he attempts 
to atand. 

In case the horse needs more help 
and encouniKenient, and especially if 
lie lies broad.slde, roll him on to his 
ebcst, Willi the hind legs under the 
lieliy. Then work both front legs for 
ward until the feet ure firmly on the 
i;roiiiiil and knees Hexed. If after re- 
peated elTiuls and k 1 l'"i'iiig be 

continues to fall back uimii Hie ground 
there is pbsslbly some Injury to the 
hind jiarts. such as n fracture of the 
hip or leg. wlilch sliould be examined 
by a qualilled veleriuHriaii.
